o Improve the Kosovo Energy Corporation's billing procedures and internal 

accounting practices, 
o Establish a legal and regulatory environment conducive to investment and the 

growth of a competitive private sector capable of creating employment, 
o Help Kosovo meet its debt burden as the Government implements sustainable 

fiscal policies. 

Humanitarian Assistance (HA): FY2008: $1.5M; FY2009 Estimate: $0.6M; FY2010 
Request: $0.5M 

o Provide assistance to minority communities and support efforts to build homes 
for displaced Roma and other returnees. 

Recent Successes: 

o Provided small-scale support to over 7,000 private businesses to help them 
reach sustainability, helping in the issuance of over 1,000 loans worth 
approximately $50 million and created over 10,000 jobs. 

o Helped the Ministry of Education to begin improvement and expansion of 
school facilities to create better learning conditions for students.
